A general order win? sent by Sec­ 
retary of War Bak er to the adju tant 
general directing that no discharges 
be au thorized of officers and men in 
this cou ntry u ntil tlie war depart­ 
ment has adopted a general demobil­ 
ization poiicy , which is now u nder 
consideration. 
Discharges of men in the ov erseas 
forces are to be approv ed personally 
by Gen. Pershing before the a d ju ­ 
tant general can issu e the necessary 
certificate 
of 
discharge, 
Secretary 
Bak er’s order declared. 
Refu sal to discharge men in the 
serv ice was du e, it was ex plained at 
the adju tant general’s office, to u n­ 
certainty of world dev elopments. The 
fact that the mu stering ou t of men 
in this cou ntry wou ld enable them to 
retu rn to civ il occu pations immed­ 
iately and hav e the effect of dis­
